SAYS SOCIAL CREDIT 
AS PROPOSED 
WILL NOT WORK 


(By John Glambeck.) 


Since coming back out to th 
country I find that the majority 9% 
tre farmers have been bitten py th: 
social credit bug, in tact it looks as 
though 75 pex cent will vote tor it 
After all it is hardly to wondereu 
at. We know that the past five years 
have been terrible on the farmers,par- 
ticularly in the west, a series of crop 
failures, combined with below - cos 
prices on all farm products, have 
reduced many formerly well to d 
farmers to poverty. The two old 
political pariies have done nothing t+ 
ldelp conditions and the farmers have 
lost faith in them, 

Bennett’s so called farm _ relie/ 
schemes may help a few of the bet 
ter off farmers but the rank and file 
they will not touch, The U. F, A 
government, which for 14 years have 
held the power in Alberta, have passed 
several acts that helps to keep th: 
farmers temporarily on the land, but 
the real trouble confronting the farm- 
ers has not been touched by this gov- 
ernment. In the case of labor and 
the unemployed, the government has 
acted no different from old partie:, 
and as a coinsequence many, both 
farmers and workers, who formerly 
eupported the U. F, A. government 
will not. support it at the coming 
election. 

At the opportune moment Mr. Ab- 
erhiart has stepped out and organized 
the discontent and his movement has 
swept the province like wildfire. Very 
few of the social creditors understand 
the intiicacies of the system but 
what they do understand is that it 
would be fine for every grown man and 
woman to receive $25.00 per month. 
As a matter of fact Mr, Aberhart ig 
the first and only man who offers any- 
thing tangible. 

I do not intend to go into the social 
credit scheme, but I want to point out 
the utter impssibility of putting it 
through. 

Those who know how our present 
system of capitalism operates know 
that it is based on private owner- 
st!p of the means of production, 
distribution, finance and raw matler- 
jal, That production is carried on 
for profit to the owning class and 
we also know that during world crisis 
where: it does not pay for the owning 
class to put men to work, as the manu- 
factured article cannot be sold at 
a profit to them, they <lose the fact- 
ories and throw the workcys on the 
street, I claim that the only may 
the workers can ever get what they 
produce, the buying power or credit, 
is to over throw the capitalism owing 
class and substitute collective’ owner- 
ship, But if I understand social cred. 
itors right, they have no intention to 
abolish the capitalist class, they want

TRANSPLANTING TREES 


When trees die after ‘transplanting 
the cause may ofter be asoribed to 
lack of sufficient care on the pant of 
the transplanter, Trees and shrubs 
should be dug out as carefully as pos- 
sible so as to retain a large propoiition 
of the roots. The mora roots there arg 
the greater the chance the plant has 
of living. The roots should not be al- 
lowed to become dry from the time of 
digging until the trees are in the 
ground again, They may be protected 
from drying in transit by protecting 
them with wet moss or wet sacking. 
Ifthe roots of evergreens, especially 
pines, become dry even for a short 
time/thie trees mre almost sure to 
die, When planting, a hole should be 
dug large enough so that the roots

SET MILL’ RATE 
AT LAST MEETING 


The Blackfoot municipal council 
held their regular meeting for May 
in the municipal office Gieichen,. Thi: 
was their fifth meeting for 1935. Al 
the councillors were present. 

The maeling decided to purchase 
an elevating. grader gweferably with 
an auxilary motor and Messrs. Bol- 
inger, Thorssen and Wheatley were 
appointed a committee to view tho 
Adams machine and the Union Tract- 
or machine, They will select the ma- 
chine that they think best for the 
work required in this district and will 
give the order on behalf of the muni- 
cipality. 

Councillor Bolinger moved: That we 
set the 1935 mill rate for municipal 
purposes at 6 mills on the dollar. In 
the discussion following this motion 
vhe 1984 estimates were discussed and 
the financial statement showed thae 
som of the estimated expenses had 
.os| more than anticipated. The 
vouncil thought this shuld be avoid- 
ed in 1935, There was also indigent 
Lospital accounts to be met and pro- 
rision to be’ made for a grasshopper 
»ait campaign. Other matters in 
his connection were also discussed 
_ollowed with an amendment, Coun- 
ilor Umbrite moved: That the 1935 
nill yate for municipal purposes be 
-t at 6% milis on the dollar.—A- 
rendment carried. 

Councilor Wheatley carried the fol- 
wjing motion; Wheras ivis necessary 
vo provide funds to meet the demands 
of the various non-collecting school 
listricts within this municipality. 
nenefore be it resalved that the secre- 
ary-treasurer of this municipality 
.e authoized and directed to levy the 
ollowing rates against assessable 
ands and minerals in the various 
chool ditricts noted below and to 
ollect the amounts produced there- 
ry, Viz: Alton 74% mills; Craigantler 
1; Crowfoot 6; Carn Mor 9; Elwood

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Within recent weeks some thousands of young men and women have 
graduated from Canadian colleges and universities, received their diplomas, 
€@nd are now ready and anxious to start out in the careers for which they 
have been fitting themselves. That is, there is a new small army of lawyers, 
doctors, clergymen, nurses, teachers, chemists, engineers, scientific agricul- 
turists, and others in various lines of activity equipped to assume their 
share of the world’s work. To that work they are prepared to bring not 
oniy the enthusiasm and energy of youth, but the very latest knowledge, 
ideas and methods. 

In the course of the next few weeks additional thousands of young 
men and women will emerge from normal schools, collegiates and high 
schools, not quite so highly trained, but who do not aim at a university de- 
gree, or who cannot afford the time and expense which years in college will 
entail, These, too, are ready and anxious to assume a place in the world’s 
work. 

Many of these young people have made great sacrifices and denied 
themselves pleasures, even comforts, to thus equip themselves, and many 
parents have made even greater sacrifices to assist and enable their chil- 
dren to obtain advantages which they themselves never enjoyed. 

The unfortunate, the tragic, fact is that these young men and women 
face extremely difficult conditions in securing places in the professions or 
occupations for which they have equipped themselves. They enter upon the 
active scene at a time when the whole world is seething with unrest and 
social and economic upheaval which is the aftermath of a great war fought 
in the years of their childhood. There is nothing unusual in such an up- 
heaval because a similar condition has followed after every great war in 
the world’s history, the only difference being that in this more highly civil- 
ized and machine age standards of education and living are much higher 
than in bygone centuries, life is more complex, and we all expect and de- 
mand more than did our forefathers, 

The world of mankind could not commit the enormous and terrible 
crime of the Great War and expect to escape the almost equally terrible 
consequences of the crime committed by them. The youth of to-day can 
truthfully say they are not responsible for that crime, and youth may ask 
why they should be punished because of it. But, no matter how great the 
changes that have taken place down through the centuries, neither the 
moral law nor the laws of Nature have been altered. They remain fast 
and unalterable, and it is still true as it has been from the beginning of 


|dergo training similar to that of 


time that the sins of the fathers are visited upon the children of succeeding 
generations. . 

Youth must face this solemn truth and, along with it, face conditions 
as they are and the responsibilities which are forced upon them. They must 
go out into the world as it is, and in doing so must decide for themselves 
what their attitude in and toward life is to be. They cannot, even if they 
would, evade their responsibilities and must discharge them either for good 
or ill as they themselves determine. 

Is the young graduate in law looking on life and his profession merely 
as & means of livelihood, wealth and position, or is he inspired with a sin- 
cere desire to see justice done in all cases, wrongs righted, oppression re- 
moved, regardless of the fact whether it means wealth and position for 
himself or not? 

Is the graduate nurse only desirous of obtaining steady employment for 
herself, or has she a real vision of service in the profession ennobled by 
Florence Nightingale who gave her whole life to it without thought of 
personal reward? 

Is the new medical doctor thinking only of a big and lucrative prac- 
tice in some centre of population, or is he resolyed to devote his life to the 
alleviation of suffering wherever it may exist, and the prevention of disease 
that suffering may likewise be prevented, quite apart from material gain 
to himself? 

In a word, are our new lawyers, doctors, nurses, teachers, engineers, 
clergymen, and others entering upon the activities of this sorely trouble 
world with purely material gain to themselves as their goal, animated by 
no finer ambition than some of that same selfishness which is to-day the 
curse of the world and has brought it to the state wherein youth now finds 
itself so severely handicapped, or are they prepared and ready, yes, de- 
termined, to do their part in the creation of a finer world, inspired by loftier 
motives of service, which they can pass on to their children? 

Is the coming generation going to place stress on money, economic 
security for themselves, the attainment of social position and power, as so 
many of the past generation did and which ultimately ended in a world war, 
or are they going to strive to excel in the rendering of service to their 
fellow men? Is it life itself, in its truest and highest meaning, they are 
going to live, or is it to be merely a striving for selfish possession of the 
material things of life? hor 

The great names which history records with credit, and which remain 
household words to inspire, are not those of men and women who amassed 
wealth or achieved social position. No, they are the names of the disciples 
who, ignoring and abandoning all, followed the Master; names, too, like 
David Livingstone and Florence Nightingale; names of doctors, chemists, 
scientists and inventors who freely gave their discoveries to the world for 
the world’s benefit and advancement; clergymen and missionaries who lived 
not for themelves but for others. 

Youth to-day enjoys just as great opportunities for real service as at 
any previous time. It depends upon youth itself which road it will travel,— 
the road of helpful unselfish service to uplift, elevate standards of thought 
and living, or the road of personal selfishness, thinking only of self, and thus 
tending to a further degradation of mankind and intensifying the troubles, 
sorrows and injustices of the world.

Amount Required Per Acre Depends 
Largely On Variety 

Soybeans may be drilled solid, like 
small grains, or seeded in cultivated 
rows, usttally 28 inches apart. The 
Brain drill can be used for both 
methods. 

The amount of seed required to 
plant an acre depends to some extent 
upon the variety, as soybean seed 
varies somewhat in size, according to 
the variety. In general, however, 
row seeding will require from 30 to 
45 pounds of seed per acre, while 
drilled seeding will require 90 to 120 
pounds of seed per acre. The drill 
should be regulated to drop the seed 
about 1 to 2 inches apart in row 
planting, and 2 to 3 inches apart 
where drilled solid. 

The time of seeding will vary 
somewhat according to locality and 
conditions. At the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, seeding about 
the middle of May has been found 
very satisfactory.

The present world record 
is that of 47,572 feet, reached by the 
Italian airman, Donati. For this} 
stratosphere flight the Air Ministry 
recently placed an order for a special 
machine, and if is now under con- 
struction.

Cyclone On The Sun 


Represented By Group Of Enormous

| Little Journeys In Science 


WOOD ALCOHOL 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Wood alcoho}, or methyl alcohol, is 
made by the distillation of hardwood 
during the production of charcoal. It 
is one of the vapours that comes 
over in the distillation. Acids, such 
as acetic (vinegar) also come over; 
these are neutralized and the remain- 
ing crude methyl alcohol distilled off. 
Another method of producing wood 
alcohol has recently been discovered. 
This new process consists of heating 
@ mixture of two volumes of hydro- 
gen with one volume of carbon mon- 
oxide over a substance known to 
chemists as a catalyst. Now a cata- 
lyst is something which speeds up a 
chemical reaction but it itself en- 
tirely unchanged. The catalyst used 
in this new method of making wood 


| alcohol consists chiefly of zinc oxide. 


Pure methyl alcohol has an odour 
and taste resembling ordinary al- 
cohol. It is poisonous and many 
cases of blindness and death have 
occured from drinking beverages con- 
taining wood alcohol. It should not 
even be used for alcohol rubs. This 
fault is changed into a virtue when 
methyl alcohol is used to denature 
ethyl alcoho] (ordinary alcohol). 

Wood alcohol has been used for 
many years in the dye industry and 
as a solvent in making polishes, lac- 
quers, and varnishes, It is the raw 
material from which formalin, the 
well-known disinfectant, is made. 
Methyl alcohol burns with a flame of 
high heat value and hence is used in 
alcohol stoves. 

In the production of methyl alcohol 
from wood three interesting by-pro- 
ducts are produced. One is a mix- 
ture of methy! alcohol, acetone, and 
methyl acetate. This mixture is 
known in commerce as methyl ace- 
tone, and is used in large quantities 
as a paint remover, Another con- 
sists of a mixture of liquids known 
as ketones by the chemist and this 
material is used as a solvent in the 
lacquers for airplane wings. Still 
another is a compound called allyl 
alcohol, a peculiarly irritating liquid 
which is made into a compound 
forming the basis of an ointment 
which is used for colds and sore 
throats. This compound made from 
allyl alcohol is a synthetic mustard 
oil. 


Silk thread, because it has greater 
tenacity than steel wire of the same 
diameter, is used by a German in 
making cannon. The cannon is made 
of steel tubes, wrapped with silk 
thread until the required size is at- 
tained. 


Game Conservation 


Demand For One Year's Moratorium 
On Waterfowl Shooting 


Counselled by international con- 
servation leaders, a massed petition 
demanding a one year’s moratorium 
on waterfowl shooting is crystalliz- 
ing in 11 midwest states and three 
Canadian provinces. 

The movement, known as the Mid- 
west Conservation Alliance, was 
organized for international midwest 
action on “the greatest wild life 
emergency America has faced since 
the passing of the buffalo.’ 

Such international leaders as W. G. 
Ross, Moose Jaw, president of the 
Saskatchewan Fish and Game League, 
Kermit Roosevelt, New York, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies, and Jack Miner, 
Kingsville, Ont., are numbered on 
the Alliances’ active counsellors, 

With preliminary activities indicat- 
ing a unanimity of opinion for its ob- 
jective, the Alliance is circulating 
petitions prepared on two forms—for 
sportsmen’s clubs, and individual 
sportsmen. After signing, these 
forms are returned to the St. Paul 
office for correlation. When complete, 
the massed petition containing names 
of thousands of midwest sportsmen 
on the international front will be per- 
sonally presented to President Roose- 
velt to secure an executive order for 
a@ closed season. 

“In extending an invitation to Can- 
ada to join in the movement,” the 
first M.C.A. bulletin read, “this 
organization does so with the realiza- 
tion that it is the duty of the United 
States to first put its ‘house in 
order’.” 

“Our responses from Canada have 
demonsrated beyond doubt the sport- 
ing blood of our neighbors, and have 
accentuated the need for United 
States’ action on this problem. On 
the basis of the past abuses on duck 
hunting as practiced in the States, 
Canada would have been justified in 
ignoring our appeal. We deem it 
our mandate to make restitution to 
waterfowl for our offences through 
staving off extirpation through a 
closed season for one year.’”’ 

Inviting Canadian organizations to 
join the movement by signing peti- 
tions, the Alliance announced that all 
units desiring petitions may receive 
them by addressing to the St. Paul 
Office. 

The organization represents the 
“greatest concentration of conserva- 
tion leadership and prestige ever 
assembled under a single campaign 
crusade,” the bulletin concluded.

Pardon For Convict

More Powerful Engines 


Experts Predict Change In Motors 
For British ’Planes 

Aero engines no larger or heavier 
than those now in service but cap- 
able of developing 1,000 horse-power 
while consuming fuel at more econ- 
omical rates than at present are like- 
ly to emerge from British factories 
within the next two years, it is pre- 
dicted at London. 

During the last year power output 
of British motors has risen by some 
25 per cent. without any correspond- 
ing increase in weight or size. Much 
of the improvement is explained by 
adoption of fuels of higher “octane” 
number, which do not detonate so 
readily and thereby enable compres- 
sions in the cylinders to be increased 
and power output augmented. A 
further 25 per cent. increase is now

His Pet Invention 
Philadelphia Engincer Working On 
Earthquake-Proof House 
A Philadelphia engineer in Wash- 
ington has received Patent No. 2,000,- 
000—more than 144 years after “one 
Samuel Hopkins” was issued a patent 

for a method of making lye. 

Joseph V. Ledwinka, a native of 
Vienna, and chief engineer for the 
Edward G. Budd Manufacturing 
Company of this city, obtained No. 
2,000,000 for an “Improvement for 
Pneumatic Tires on Railroad Cars.” 

The safety device is a flange on 


the side of the tire which engages} 


the rail when the tube is deflated. 
Solid rubber tires can also be 
equipped with the device, for, while 
they will not blow out, internal pres- 
sure and heat will melt solid tires 
in the middle. 

By coincidence, patent No, 1,000,- 
000 was issued to Francis H. Holton 
of Akron, Ohio, for “an improvement 
in vehicle tires.’’ 

Mr. Ledwinka’s invention was 
made despite his belief that tires for 
high speed rail transportation are 
impractical. Having finished the 
work, he returned to his pet inven- 
tion, an all metal, prefabricated, air- 
conditioned, earthquake-proof house. 
The house will be decorated in a new 
scheme, because wood finish cannot 
be imitated on metal. 

“Perhaps,” Mr. Ledwinka said, 
“the walls will be decorated with 4 
bath-tub finish.” 

The house will be air-conditioned 
by having double walls, between 
which air will be forced to heat or 
cool the house. They can be furnish- 
ed well within the $5,000 class and 
can be put up almost over night.

| Find Mysterious Garden = | 


Discovery Made By Youths Search-| Scientists Say Jellyfish Same As 


ing For Holy Cave 

A mysterious flower garden, 15 
acres in extent, and full of delicately 
perfumed plants in bloom, has been 
found in the wilderness surrounding 
Adam’s Peak, the sacred mountain 
of Ceylon. 

Nowhere in this garden was there 
even a square foot of waste land, nor 
was any plant more than three feet 
high; yet there was not a living soul 
to be found for miles around in the 
arid wilderness. 

The discovery was made by a band 
of youths who set out from Colombo 
to search for the Holy Cave of Cey- 
lon, believed to be in the neighbor- 
hood of Adam’s Peak. 

The cave, known as Deva Guhava, 
is one of the 16 places of special 
sanctity mentioned in the Pali Stan- 
za, one of the Buddhist Scriptures.

Chinese monks who dwelt near 
Adam's Peak 40 years ago—pious 
men like the monks of St. Bernard— 
are believed to have known where it 
was, but they are all dead. 

Many have tried to find the Holy 
Cave, but none has ever returned 
Sane. Once a priest, confident in his 
sacred character, ascended so far} 
that the light he kindled at night was} 
observed beneath the overhanging 
summit of the haunted mountain. 
Next day he returned, a maniac, un- 
able to give aify account of what he 
had seen. 

In 1857 a band of Buddhist monks 
tried to scale the mountain. Terror 
seized some of them when they 
reached the base, and they turned) 
back. The more stout-hearted car- 
ried on, but before they reached the 
summit they all fainted. 

One of the monks, when he recov- 
ered his consciousness, declared that 
he had seen a magnificent temple re- 
vealed to him, adorned throughout 
with gold and precious gems, and in 
the interior, resplendent beyond all 
else a sacred foot-print.

tee Wants All Milk Pasteurized 

Compulsory pasteurization of milk | 
offered for sale in Canadian towns 
and cities was advocated by the Na- 
tional Research Council’s Associate 
Committee on Tubercular Research 
in a resolution adopted at Ottawa. 

The committee declared that it 
had “been amply demonstrated in 
the work carried on under the aus-| 
pices of the National Research Coun- 
cil as well as in other institutions, | 
that the pasteurization of milk will 
destroy all bacteria harmful to man 
(and which may be conveyed by 
milk), and particularly the organ-| 
isms of tuberculosis septic sore throat, 
undulent fever and typhoid fever.” 
The committee affirmed also “that 
many of the cases of tuberculosis 
arising in children are of bovine 
origin,

260,000,000 Years Ago 

Jellyfish which turned into stone 
an estimated 250,000,000 years ago 
have been found by Cornell Univers- 
ity scientists near Cortland, N.Y. 

This discovery, which has been an- 
nounced, appears effectively to wipe 
out the basis of the evolutionary 
jokes that man may have descended 
from an ancient jellyfish. For the 
Cornell discovery shows jellyfish have 
not changed appreciably in 250,000,- 
000 years. Horses took only 40,000,- 
000 years to evolve from little, five- 
toed creatures, and in a period of 
much less than 1,000,000 years pre- 
historic man or a creature closely 
resembling modern humans, rose 
rapidly up the scale of development. 

The fossil jellyfish are about the 
size of saucers. The concentric rings 
of stone which came from mineral- 
ization of their bodies indicate how 
little they differed from the jellyfish 
which float ashore in all the oceans 
to-day. 

They apparently had even then the 
stinging, nettle-like tentacles which 
pain swimmers of to-day.

He put the lifebuoy round Archer, 
but was himself swept half a mile to 
sea and it was some time before a 
boat found him.
